ir.  consequence  of  this  investigation,  57  ir.ternoes  wero  removed 
from  chongi  Tricon  by  the  j'ilitary  police  cn  or  after  10/10A3*  T/ith 
one  exception,  these  wero  all  interrelated  at  japuneso  Military  rolice 
centres  in  siUoapcre.  The  course  of  tho  interrogation  showed  that  tho

was  collected  from  persons  out  ,ide  the  Gasp  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
supplementing  the  totally  inadequate  rutions  supplied  by  tho  japaneso,

Tho  conditions  under  which  internoos  ware  dotainod  by  tho 
Idlitary  police  wero  rigorous  in  the  extreme.  They  were  crowded, 
irrespective  of  race,  3ox,  or  state  cf  health,  in  small  colls  or  cagoa. 
fl.ey  were  so  cramped  that  they  could  not  lie  down  in  comfort.  Fo 
j  boddir.g  or  coverings  of  any  kind  wore  providod  mid  bright  lights  wero 
kept  burning  ovorhoad  all  night .  From  6  u*mv  to  10  p,m,  inmates  had 
to  3it  up  straight  on  the  bare  floor  with  their  knees  up  and  wero  not 
allowed  tc  relax  or  put  their  hands  cn  tho  floor,  or  talk,  or  move, 
cxcopt  to  Oo  to  the  lavatory.  Any  infraction  of  the  rigid  discipline 
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involvod  a  boatii^  by  the  eentrie ...  Phoro  was  one  podcatal  water-closet 
in  each  coll  cr  cu,yo,  and  the  waV.r  flushing  into  the  pan  provided  the 
only  water  supply  for  all  purposes,  including  drinking.  It  ahcula  do 
recorded  hero  that  nearly  all  of  the  uimatos  sufferod  from  enteritis  or 
dysentery.  No  scap;  tov/ol,  toilet  articles  c t  handkerchiefs  wore  per¬ 
mitted  and  injjatos  had  no  clo  hin^i  other  than  those  they  wore  wearing. 

ILe  food  supplied,  normally  rice,  occasional  vegetables,  and  wouk 
tou  with  no  milk  cr  cu^ar,  was  loss  than  half  of  thut  supplied  by  °-m 
rrioono  Dopartj-jont  as  punishment  diet  for  Asiatics.  It  was  insufficient 
to  ouppeart  lif o  ovsr  a  loUo  icriod  and  led  to  sorious  deficiency  disoueos 
in  all  cases  of  lone,  detention# 

nodical  facilities  afforded,  whether  visite  cf  radical  porsonnol  or 
tho  supply  cf  rxdicins3  or  drucs,  were  for  all  practical  purposes  non- 
existent,  m  many  cosos,  our  own  doctors  shoring  tho  coil  with  tho  sick 
nede  urront  requests  for  praq>t  modioul  uttantion  on  their  boaalf , 
particularly  in  cases  \:hero  the  victim  wus  on  tho  point  cf  doatu,  but 
I  theso  roquests  were  invariably  ignored.  m  one  case,  a  jnpuneso  doctor, 

!  who  was  called  to  soe  an  internee  suffering  from  a  fractured  pelvis  and 
1  possibly  ruptured  kidney,  rororiced  that  the  tan  wus  not  sick  enou^t. 
i  Hie  tliree  wooer,  takon  fron  Chcnyi  Prison  were  detained  in  exactly  the 
sane  conditions  as  tho  men  und  shared  colls  with  tale  prisoners  cf  all 
racos.  They  wore  afforded  no  privacy,  even  for  their  ooct  intimate 
requirements,  and  any  attempt  on  the  part  of  European  nor.  to  screen 
thou  was  broken  dam  by  tho  ^uards,  They  wore  subjected  to  insults  and 
obscono  yosturoo  by  japaneso  prisoners  in  the  same  coll  and  the  japunose 
prisenors,  with  the  assont  of  tho  .juards,  tried  to  conpol  them  to  perform 
|  tho  west  sordid  tasks  in  tho  coll. 

The  buildihe3  occupied  by  tho  Japanese  lilitury  police  resounded 
all  day  and  all  ni<jht  with  blows,  tho  hollowing  of  the  inquisitors,  and 
tho  ohrieks  of  tho  tortured.  From  timo  to  time,  victims  from  tho  torture 
chambers  would  staler  bach  or,  if  unconccicuo,  would  be  draped  back  to 
j  thoir  cells  with  narks  of  thoir  ill-treatrant  on  their  bodies,  m  ono 
such  caso ,  an  unconscious  victii..  30  returned  died  during  the  niyht , 
without  receiving  any  radical  attention,  and  his  body  wos  not  removed 
until  the  afternoon,  m  those  conditions,  and  this  atmosphere  cf  torror, 
those  ran  and  women  waited,  sometimes  for  months,  their  surrans  to 
interrogation  w'hich  niyht  come  at  any  hour  of  tho  day  or  niyht. 

Usually  interroyat ion3  started  quietly  and  would  so  continue  as 
lony  as  tho  inquisitors  uot  tho  oxpected  answors.  If,  for  any  reason,  such 
answoro  wore  not  forthcoming,  physical  violence  was  immediately  ergsloyod.

the  sane  spot,  and  so  on.  Thoso  no. hods,  in  many  cases  resulted  in  dis¬ 
locations  and  permur.ont  donate  to  lxr.bs  and  joiuts.  m  one  case,  the 
inquisitor  punctuated  his  questions  by  flickirv,  eff,  with  the  frayed  ond  of 
a  banboo,  flesh  bruised  in  a  i>revioue  beating*  This  left  u  permanent  scar, 
six  inches  by  threo  incl.es  on  tho  vistin's  thl<jh. 

(6)  in  several  cases,  victins  were  led  to  believe  that  their  execution 
either  by  beheading  or  shooting,  ua  inainent.

Torture  was  carried  out  to  tho 
limit  of  human  endurance,  cno  interneo  attetptod  to  commit  suicide  by 
jumping  over  the  verandah,  m  hio  fall  ho  fractured  his  polvis,  tut,  despite 
his  condition,  his  interrogation  unc  or  torture  was  continued  until  just 
before  he  died,  in  another  c ace,  the  interneo  uaked  his  inquisitors  for 

the  means  to  couait  suicide.  A  pistol  was  produced  and  was  snatched  uwoy 
cnly  when  the  man  was  about  to  carry  cut  his  declared  intention. 

Of  the  57  intornoos  dotuir.od  as  a  result  of  the  investigations  on 
10/10/43,  12  died  of  sickness  diroctly  attributable  to  tho  appalling  con¬ 
ditions  under  which  they  were  detained j  one,  as  in  the  preceding  para^yaph, 
as  a  result  of  his  fall  and  torture  and  one  was  executed.  The  survivors
